Request  regular  promotions  with  increases  in  pay  for 
promotion  and  years  of  employment  $382.40  a  month  after  4 
months  training,  with  additional  pay  and  fringe  benefits  for 
married  personnel. 

2.  VACATION.  Request  30  days  paid  vacation  every  year 
starting  with  your  first  year.
